HELP FOR COUNTRY GIRLS. 


Though it will probably never be eolved 
satisfactorily, it is some satisfaction to know 
that the domestic servant problem is not as 
acute as it was some time ago. This is main! 
due to economic causes, as, with the gener 
reduction in wages and the high wave of un- 
employment, the supply of servants, though it 

t falls far short of the demand, is certainly 
se ene bg The improvement should, ate 
ever, be more marked, considering all the 
circumstances. 

The wages of good-class country girls have 
not been, and are not immediately likely to 
be, reduced, and in most cases these girls find 
good homes. Many girls of this class have 

ved comfortably in the country, where their 
fathers and brothers have been good 
wages during the war. With the uction 
in the rates of pay of agricultural labourers 
several of these is have now to look out fot 
situations in Ireland, especitily ae emigration 
is now severely discouraged, 


RELIEF MONEY. 


Owing to the tragic events of the few 
years many girls, especially those who were 
employed in rural industries, have lost their 
means of livelihood, and in the ordinary course 
of affairs would be glad to obtain employment 
in comfortable homes. In most instances, 
however, they prefer to stay at home with 
their relations and draw relief money allowed 
from certain organisations. 

In a district not very far from Dublin this 
applies to dozens of smart girls who have no 
immediate prospect of returning to their former

peculiar status among the peoples of t 
five Continents. There is not an Irish- 
man at home or an Irish exile who will 
not be the poorer by the death of the 
“Royal Irish,“ the “ Faugh-a-Ballaghs,” 
the Dublins, Munsters, Leinsters, and 
Connaught Rangers. If this tragic dis- 
bandment is permitted. it will. be 
irrevocable and Ireland, at the optset of 
her new career, will have been robbed of 
a precious part of her national inherit- 
ance. 

We demand a rey iew of the British 

Government's decision for more tangible 
reasons than those of sentiment, On 
political grounds it is an astonishingly 
short-sighted decision. The Government 
has acted as if it thoúght that, after 
Ireland became a Free State, the two 
islands would drift widely apart. On the 
contrary, their interests will require the 
closest co-operation—a co-operation all 
the more necessary because, legally and 
politically, the two will be virtually inde- 
pendent of each other. It is exceedingly 
desirable, therefore,. that every common 
interest which might @onstitute a link of 
friendship and sympathy shall be safe- 
guarded at this critical time. The Irish 
regiments might become such a link. 
When the Free State is established 
firmly, Irish distrust of England will 
wane and disappear; that prospect is 
one of the great arguments for sett 
ment. For economic reasons Ireland may 
be glad to re-open her training camps to 
British troops, and from such association 
both countries and the whole Empire may 
reap many benefits. The process, no 
doubt, would be tentative and gradual ; 
but it would be made easy from the start 
if the vanguard of the friendly invasion 
were Irish battalions returning to their 
familiar dépéts. The British Army would 
not be coming as a stranger to a strange 
land. 
N Again, it is a truly stolid mind which 
cannot envisage the prospect that the 
Irish Free State may wish, some day, 
to take the great Irish regiments into her 
own service. It is only during the last 
decade that political passion in Ireland 
has sent the Irish regiments to Coventry. 
Until then men of all parties rejoiced 
in their glory as they rejoiced, and still 
rejoice, in the deeds of Clare's Dragoons. 
That sentiment is as natural as the other 
was unnatural, and will revive strongly 
when England and Ireland have settled 
their ancient quarrel. At some future 
time—perhaps, not far distant-—an Irish 
Parliament may desire to take over the 
Irish. regiments, if they are still in being, 
and to incorporate them as a national 
possession in the National Defence Force. 
The British Government ‘took over the 
Dublin and Munster Fusiliers from the 
East India Company. It would be a final 
‘proof of the reality of Irish peace if a 
resurgent Ireland should take them over 
| from the British Government. It will be 
a tragic thing if, when Ireland says to 
England, “Give me back my legions,’’ 
England is forced to reply, “ They served 
me well in their day and generation, but 
my economists have wiped them out.” If 
the Irish regiments cannot be maintained 
in full strength, their cadres at least onght 
to be kept alive—a few officers and men 
of every regular battalion. Their extinc- 
tion now would be an insult to Ireland's 
past and a soulless act of unfaith in the 
healing powers of liberty and time.

The latest triumph of, American genius 
is a “Psychology Corporation. ‘his is 
a business concern which intends to 


retail psychology as a marketable com- 


modity. At the head of the new firm 
is Dr. Angell, the President of Yale 
University, and he is assisted on the 
directorate by many of America’s leading 
university professors. These men claim 
that far better results would be ensured 
to business men if applicants for positions 
of any kind were subjected to psycholo- 
gical tests instead of the old-fashioned 
examination by. reference and testimonial. 
Such tests—which the Corporation sup- 
plies and superintends in return for a 
certain sum—can discover whether a 
man's temperament is suited to the 
position of doctor, lawyer, chimney-sweep, 

soda-fountain proprietor, or society moth, 

The new method is said to be in- 
fallible, and in that claim the de- 
parturo from a scientific attitude begins. 
Doubtless, much about a man's character 
may be learned from the manner in which 
he fills in gaps in sentences that have 
been prepared specially by psychological 
experts. Yet to claim that the inscrutable 
workings of man’s inmost thoughts may be 
solved by any rule-of-thumb test seems

The Sinn Fein Ard Fheis will open in 
Dublin to-morrow. Delegates will be 
present from every Sinn Fein club in the 
country. The Treaty will be the chiet 
topic of discussion, Mr. de Valera will 
invite the delegates to reject the Treaty 
and to work for the recognition of an 
independent Republic. Mr. Griffith will 
ask them to support the action of Dail 
ireann in approving the Treaty. 

It is known that many delegates are 
pledged to vote against Mr. Griffith’s 
motion, but our Political Correspondent 
says that the general belief is that a 
majority will approve the Free State 
policy.

Like the demonstration that was heid 
in Dublin on the 12th inst., the Re- 
publican meeting in Cork yesterday was 
marked by a lack of enthusiasm.

ARD FHEIS. 


BIG STRUGGLE EXPECTED. 
(BY OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The big political event of this week will be 
the: meeting of the Ard Fheis of Sinn Fein, 
which will open to-morrow in the Mansion 
House, Dublin. This meeting was originally 
fixed for the early days of this month, but, 
owing to the threatened railway strike, had to 
be postponed. 

The position oceupied by the Ard Fheis, Chile 
not in any sense administrative, is highly im- 
portant. Sinn Fein is the political which 
is responsible for the setting up of Dail Eireann 
as the Government of the country. Dail 
Eireann is still, nominally at least, in existence. 
it claims to be a Republican form of govern- 
ment, and to represent the whole of Ireland. 
Dail Eireann, it must be remembered, also has,

will be one of the first duties of 
Fheis to decide whether it approves or dis- 
approves of that proposal. : 

Naturally, an adverse vote would gravely 
hamper the Provisional Government which has 
now ‘been set up, but it is not at all 
that such a vote would be fatal to its exi „ 
After all, the constituencies are the final court 
of appeal, and to that court the Provisional 
Government are bringing their case at the 
earliest. opportunity. The general belief is, 
however, that the Ard Fheis will approve of 
the Free State policy, though the majority may 
be a narrow one. 

The Ard Fheis consists of delegates elected 
by the various Sinn Fein clubs throughout the 
country. In many parts, where the feeling is 
wnanimously in favour of giving the Free State 
a chance, there has been little difficulty in 
selecting delegates, and instructing them what 

do. But in others the same unanimity has 
not been displayed, and in many clubs the dele- 
gates were elected only by a majority. 

At to-morrow’s meeting Mr. de Valera will 
rove à resolution which will at once bring 
forward the question of Republic versus Free 
State. This motion calls for adherence to the 
constitution of Sinn Fein; invites the members 
to work for the international recognition of an 
independent Republic; and declares that at the 
Parliamentary elections the organisation shall 
support “only such candidates as publicly eub- 
scribe to it and pledge themselves not to take 
an oath of fidelity to, or own allegiance to, 
the British King. 


MH. GRIFFITH’S MOTION, 


Mr. Griffith’s motion, which will probably be 
moved as ab amendment to that of Mr. de 
Valera, calls for support for the action of Dail 
Eireann in approving of the Peace Treaty, and 
declares that such support is fully justified by 
Article 3 of the Sinn Fein Constitution. 

Article 3 reads as follows :— 3 

(a) Deny the right and oppose the will of 
the British Parliament and British Crown or 
any other foreign Government to legislate for 
Ireland. 

““(b) To make use of hny and every means 
available to render impotent the power of Eng- 
land to hold Ireland in subjection by military 
force or otherwise. 

(e) Give its undivided allegiance and entire 
support to Dail Eireann, the duly elected Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, in the exercise of all its legiti- 
mate functions and in all the steps it legiti- 
mately takes to maintain public order, to pro- 
vide for national defence, to secure good govern- 
ment, and to promote the general welfare of the 
whole people of Ireland.“ 

These two resolutions will, no doubt, rrovide 
the subject for the principal debate at the Ard 
Fheis, and it ie probable that the discussion will 
be prolonged. ' 

Even should the Ard Fheis decide against the 
Free State polity, there can be no question of 
such decie'on interfering with the — 
Government in the work upon which it has em- 
barked. The electors in the various consti- 
tuencies are, of couise, tue final court of appeal, 
and Mr. Collins will move a urging 
that a general election shall take place at the 
earliest moment.

REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN, 


(From. Our Special Correspondent.) 
CORK, Sunday. 

For the most part Mr. de Valera’s speech at 
a large Republican demonstration held here to- 
day was similar to that delivered in Dublin last 
Sunday. The only reference that struck one as 
throwing any fresh light on the present situa- 
tion was that in which he invited those who 
stood for the Treaty to produce their Constitu- 
tion and allow the people to see what they 
were voting for. He hinted, indeed, that the 
present difficulties might be surmounted if the 
Qonstitution did not embody the British 


“Let those,” he said, who declared that 
they would interpret the Treaty as they pleased 
do so in a way that would bring the whole 
people with them.” 

His appeal to continue the Republic was en- 
dorsed by some of those who spoke at the 
Dublin meeting and by the two anti-Treaty 
members for the City of Cork, Mr. Donal 
O Gallaghan (Lord Mayor) and Miss Mary 
McSwiney, and the same set of resolutions as 
that submitted in Dublin was adopted. 

The demonstration was impressive, both in its 
rroportions and in its demeanour, but it is. not 
easy for the casual visitor to gauge accurately 
the extent to which it reflected political opinion 
in the Southern capital. Into one ear is 
whispered an assurance that public opinion is 
solid for the Treaty, and into the other an 
assertion that it is Republicam to the core. Ad- 
herents to the Republican ideal displayed them- 
selves in force to-day around the two platforms 
erected in the Grand Parade, a broad, spacious 
thoroughtare.- The presence of numerous 
contingents of the Repubacan Army helped to 
swell the extent of the gathering, and 
greatly assisted, as in Dublin, wm the 
reguiation and direction of the crowd. 
Their attitude was strictly businesslike and 
undemonstrative. It was the same when they 
met Mr, de Valera on his arrival from Dublin 
last evening, and escorted him, in a drenching 
downpour, to the Courthouse, from the steps 
of which he delivered a brief speech to a large 
crowd of supporters. 

A similar attitude was preserved by the local 
units which met the train at Thurles, Goolds- 
cress, and Limerick Junction. The. Cork Brigade 
certainly showed efficiency during its drills and 
marches in the centre of the city this morning. 

It is curious to note that the ordinary civilian 
—— seems to have lost much of that 

isterous enthusiasm which used to marklIrish 
political meetings. It was noticeable in Dublin 
this day week, and it was again apparent to- 
day. Political arguments seem to have lost 
their power to excite a crowd. Though Mr. de 
Valera got a hearty reception when he ap- 
peared on the platform his speech was eeldom 
cheered. It was the same with the other 
speakers. Another and less emotional genera- 
tion has apparently arisen since the days when

ORDER ISSUED BY LORD 
LIEUTENANT. 

An official statement issued in Belfast 

last night says: 
“The Prime Minister of Northern Ire- 
land has received information from Dublin 
to-day that His Excellency the Governor- 
General has issued an order for the release 
of the members of the Irish Republican 
Army recently arrested at Dromore, Co. 
Tyrone, while alleged to be proceeding 
to a football match. 

“Assurances have been received by His 
Excellency, and Mr. Michael Collins has 
already given instructions for the release 
of eighteen further individuals kidnapped 
at various times. This does not include 
those unwounded members of the Special 
Constabulary who were arrested at Clones, 
but it is believed that Mr. Michael Collins 
has also arranged for their release. 

The releases are declared to have greatly 
improved the already easier situation. 
The ‘liaison Commissioners appointed to 
move along the border to help in main- 
taining the peace start their work to-day. 


WOMAN'S ESCAPE. 
DOOR SLAMMED IN FACES 


OF GUNMEN. 


A number of outrages were perpetrated. in 
Belfast during the week-end, resulting in the 
woun of several people. In some instances 
men and women were on at point-blank 
range, and had remarkable escapes. 

On Saturday night a butcher named John 

was engaged in his ordinary busi- 
ness in York street when a man entered and 
fired three shots from a revolver, wounding him 
in the hip. He was brought to hospital. 

Three men knocked at the door of 27 Lord 

street, and when it was opened by the wife 
of the occupant, T. Goldsmith, they fired at 
her, but missed. She slammed the door, and 
the gunmen ran away. 
At about the same hour a bomb was thrown 
into the premises of James Flynn, publican, 
Great George's street. It smashed the windows 
and did considerable damage in the shop, and 
Flynn himself sustained a serious wound jn 
the throat.

While great 
secrecy has been observed in regard to the 
details of the negotiations, certain broad facts 
have been published which’ give a clear view 
of the Soviet Government’s intention. - 

Whe delegates appear to have taken through 
out the view that France was now the domi- 
nating factor in Europe, besides being the chief 
creditor of Russia. French influence m Eastern 
Europe is such that French wishes could manr 
fest themselves through the States bordering 
on Russia’s Western frontier, to the extent of 
relieving Russia from military commitments in 
that area. 

It would appear also that jn the proposals 
to be made at Genoa the Sobiet Government 
will reject the idea of an international syndicate, 
and of similar Colonial schemes, such as 
chartered company methods—using the words 
in their most general use. it will probabiy 
be found, however, that the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s preparations are international in the 
sense that, while the control remains in its 
own hands, substantial concessions will be as- 
signed to groups of various nationalities. These 
will be comparatively small, and as widely 
spread as possible, thus enabling the Soviet to 
play one interest off against another. The 
question of finance will probably be dealt with 
in a similar manner. 

‘The Berlin financial Press to-day conveys 
rumours of a financial operation with German 
banking interests that is presumably part of 
the same scheme. It is evident that Soviet 
Russia intends to go to the Genoa Conference 
with a. plan fully worked out, in which case 
postponement until April would not come 
amiss.—(7'imes telegram.) :

SIR JOHN SIMON DENOUNCES 
GOVERNMENT WASTE. 


Speaking at Bodmin on Saturday afternoon, 
in support of Mr. Isaac Foot's candidature for 
the Parliamentary vacancy in the division, Sir 
John Simon said that the Geddes report had 
now been before the Cabinet for two months.

Presumably similar onslauglits 
might be expected from other fighting depart- 
ments, and yet that was the Government's con- 
tribution towards economy up to date. Indeed, 
it appeared that the War Office was ing 
more than it estimated, and it was about to 
ask the House of Commons for a supplementary 
sum. Yet Mr. Chamberlain, two and a half 
years ago, was declaring from his place as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, ''if we are to 
continue to spend at the rate we are 1 
now, it would lead straight to national bank-

Mr. J. H. Thomas, M. P., addressing a large 
railwaymen’s demonstration at Sheffield yester- 
day, spoke very plainly upon the methods which 
are being employed by Communists, and which 
he denounced as a game deliberately intended 
to capture the trades union movement for their 
own purposes.

Those 
of us who are privileged to be trusted with 
the responsibility. of championing the workers“ 
cause, said Mr. Thomas, know all too well the 
bitter sacrifices that were made to obtain the 
right of freedom of speech. They were the 
very people who denied freedom to other people. 

I want to submit to you that their policy 
and their methods are not only tending, but 
are deliberately intended, to disrupt and break 
up the trades union and Labour movement of 
this country. (Cheers.) It is & clever and in- 
sidioug game, deliberately intended to capture 
the trades union movement for their own pur- 
poses, 


DETAILS PROMISED. 


Mr. Thomas went on to speak of the action 
for libel that he took against a certain, journal, 
and he repeated what he stated on oath—that 
these people were acting under the influence 
and paid by Russian money, “ Not only can I 
prove that Russian money is behind it, de- 
clared Mr, Thomas, “ that it has come into the 
country and is being used, but I am going to 
say that, regardless of all the consequences, the 
British public shall have the details in public 
which I hate had put before me in private.“ 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Thomas, referring to the Labour victory in 
Manchester, said that it confirmed the belief 
he held, that sooner or later, and sooner 
in his judgment, the Labour movement of this 
country will be called upon to govern the 
country. (Cheers.) I believe that will: be a 
good thing, but I am equally satisfied that that 
time will be long delayed; in fact, I believe 
it will never ‘take place so long as any section 
of the British public connects und attach s to 
the Labour Party the people I have been ces l- 
ing with this afternoon. They are the pecple 
who are trying to provide the material to 
damn our movement, 

Mr. Thomas pointed to the state in which 
the Labour movement had been brougnt in 
Italy and France, and passionately appe . 1 to 
British trades unionists to unite and save the 
Labour movement in Great Britain from being 
damned for all time by extremists. 


RUSSIA CAN KEEP IT. 


He believed that the Bolshevik form of 
govermment was foreign to democracy, but if 
Russia wanted such a government they had a 
right to have it. But all I say is: let them 
keep it there, and mot hand it on to us, he 
added amid laughter. 

Mr. Thomas said that his attackers were 
anxious to get rid of what they described as 
Thomass uncanny influence over the railway- 
men, because they knew he stood as a barrier 
between their methods and the disruption of 
the railwaymen’s organisation. These people, 
said Mr. Thomas, do not hesitate to say that 
their only object is to make the existing social 
order impossible. They believe that a bloody 
upheaval is the shortest cut to a remedy, but 
they can point to no imstance in history which 
will, justify their assumption, and if Russia 
is & monument, we don’t want it put up in 
this country. (Cheers) 

Mr, Thomas urged that what the country 
was suffering from was not over-production, but 
under-consumption. It was no good preaching 
a mere class war. Labour at the moment, he 
concluded, is fighting & retreating battle. We 
must fight as an intact army, giving as little 
ground as possible in our retreat. 

Railwaymen were going to demand good con- 
ditions, but he urged them that just as they 
demanded the best from their employers, so 
they must be prepared to give of their best in 
return. (Cheers.)

SAFETY OF INDIA.

STRONG MILITARY FORCE 
JUSTIFIED, 


DELHI, Saturday. 

General Lord Rawlinson, Commander-in-Chief 
in India, this morning met some forty English 
and Indian journalists at an informal conference 
and explained to them the military situation 
in India. 

He gave convincing reasons for the necessity 
of having armies of a greater strength both 
for frontier and internal defence, and he de- 
elared inter alia that the various tribes could 
raise, if combined, some 130,000 splendid well- 
armed fighters, and that in 1919-1920 there had 
been 611 raids resulting im the raiders carrying 
off loot worth 21 lakhs, while in 1920-1921 the 
number of raids totalled 399, the decrease being 
due to the forcing on of military operations in 
Waziristan. 

A decrease, added Lord Rawlinson, had al- 
ready taken place in the number of British 
troops in India, and the Indian cavalry regi- 
ments had been reduced from 40 to 21. 

In the month of January, he continued, eight 
battalions of troops had been used to assist the 
police in maintaining law and order in India, 
and in the Present month of February the 
military had been called out 24 times for a 
similar purpose. 

He a alluded to the very small sum— 
namely, £100,000, which India has éontributed 
towards the cost of her naval defence by the 
British Navy. 


Replying to numerotis questions from Indian 


journalists, Lord Rawlinson declined to discuss 
any political aspect, but promised to arrange 
for a party of ten to visit the frontier. Replying 
also to certain criticisms regarding the cost of 
the Army, the Commander-in-Chief said that he 
had done his ut most to reduce expenditure, but 
there was a safety limit below which he, as the 
sole military adviser to the Government, de 
clined to go.

INDIA’S VITAL NEED. 
CALCUTTA, Friday. 

The Englishman, commenting on the Indian 
debate in the House of Commons, says that 
Mr. Montagu and his friends had started to 
awaken the masses in India to a sense of 
politics which have resulted in meaningless 
strikes, mob outrages and dislocation of trade, 
which, unless stopped, will involve India in a 
ruin greater than that of Russia. 

The Statesman says: Neither Mr. Balfour 
nor Mr. Lloyd George appear to have bestowed 
any serious thought on the means whereby 
British authority is to maintain their declara- 
tion that Parliament still governs the country. 

The Indian Daily News says :—The important 
point in Mr. Lloyd George's speech is that he 
stands for law and order, which is what India 
wants at the moment. 

The Bengalee says: A grave sense of dis- 
appointment will be occasioned by the declara- 
tion that Parliament would not be justified in 
extending at present the scope of the policy 
laid down in 1917. The antidote to non-co- 
operation lies, not in cryin “halt” to 
beneficent work so nobly begun á Mr. Montagu. 
; The Amritza Bazar Patrika save :—The 
situation needs tactful handling consistent with 
the. principles of democracy. Repression is no 
remedy, and is worse than useless. 

The Madras Mail says:—The mistake of the 
British Government in India in failing to esti- 
mate aright. the dangers of Mr. Gandhi's earlier 
activities has been almost fatal to India, but 
has been rectified at long last. All law-abiding 
citizens trust that the Government will this 
time remain firm.

What steps have the Government taken to 
carry out the recommendations of the Geddes 
Committee? The first and more important re- 
port was signed more than two months ago, 
and both have been public property for ten 
days. Since the publication of the reports, the 
Home Office has announced the closing of eight 
prisons and the female wings of six others. A 
prospect is now held out of a curtailment of 
the list of Admirals. The rest is silence—and 
cold water. 

The need of immediate action, if the econo- 
mies recommended are to be realised in the 
coming financial year, is repeatedly emphasised. 
How are the Government responding to this 
plea for instant action on the score of extreme 

ency? By striking an attitude of lofty de- 
tachment from the five eminent business men 
who were asked by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer last summer to get him out of a mess 
which he found himself incapable of clearing 
up by his unaided exertions. ' 

Sir Robert Horne deliberately called in Sir 
Eric Geddes and his colleagues to redress the 
balance of a bureaucracy which had got beyond 
the control of the Treasury. How necessary it 
ie that“ the Taxpayer—we thank the Geddes 
Committee for that capital T”’—should be 
constantly reminded of ihe genesis of these 
reports was shown by the speeches of Sir 
Robert Horne and Mr. Austen Chamberlain in 
the House of Commons last week. 

These two Ministers, successively Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in the most prodigal Govern- 
ment m our history, behaved as if they were in 
the judge’s seat, with the Admiralty and tho 
other spending departments comfortably 
billeted in the jury-box. It is time that they 
realised that it is the Government which is in 
the dock.

RESTORATION OF EUROPE. 


Lord Northcliffe has come back to Europe to 
find the region that should be a centre of gravity 
still incoherent, still gravely unsettled, remarks 
The Times editorially. Keenly realising the 
supreme significance of a settlement in 1 
for the peace of the world, Lord Northeliffe 
drove home in his speech at Marseilles the chief 
lesson of his travels. 

“I; is only by travelling,” he declared, 
“that one can see the repercussion in the 
farthest corners of the globe of the effects 
of the frightful war which France and 
her Allies endured for nearly five 
years. This repercussion has upset the 
relative forces of peoples and the values of 
trade and ideas. The fate of Western civilisa- 
tion is at stake. It must be saved. It can 
only be saved by a Europe grouped around the 
Westerni Powers, and in order that Europe 
may thus group itself there must be a rallying 
point. This rellying point, this nucleus, can be 
found only in clese union between France and 
England. 

In these words the most urgent demand of 
the moment is precisely stated. The need of a 
close union between France and England is the 
central question that dominates all other ques- 
tions. That the realisation of this union 
should be delayed, that at this very moment 
there should be an unintelligible suspension of 
the activities designed to promote that union, is 
one of the gravest symptoms of the paralysis 
that continually overtakes the best intentioned 
efforts to provide a sure basis of peace in

A REDUCTION OF FIFTEEN. 

It is understood, writes a Naval Correspon- 
dent in. The Times, that in the interests of 
economy, the Board of Aumiralty propose to 
make a reduction in the numbers allowed on the 
active list of Flag Officers. Bebinning in 
August next, the establishment of 92 Admirals 
of the Fleet, Admirals, Vice-Admirals, and Rear- 
Admirals will be cut down to 77, a reduction 
of 15. It is also understood that this retrench- 
ment in the numbers allowed on the list will 
be accompanied by a diminution of the numbers 
who are emplored afloat and ashore. 

In addition to the immediate economy which 
will be effected, there will be a gradually m- 
creasing prospective saving because of the num 
ber of captains, who, owing to fewer vacancies, 
will retire from that rank with smaller pensions 
than if they had reached the Flag List.

In consequence of the threats made by 
extremists several of the leaders of the 
Ashkenazim have demanded, and are obtaining, 
police protection.
